tally fatigued. 


"No doubt we suffered some from 


shock; but the retirement continued 
in excellent order, and I felt sure our 
mental faculties were still

keep from falling asleep on ettr 
heroes.

Rico for many years. While much 
has been done to improve the island 
since the American occupation, it has 
not been possible to make marked im- 
provement. The fundamental cause 
is the enormous population, 1,200,000. 


"The present population is about 


350 to the square mile. There are 
only two or three small states that 
have more people per square mile. 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
New Jersey. 


"The area of the island is about 


four-fifths mountainous, much of it so 
steep that it can hardly be cultiva- 
ted at all. Yet this population is so 
evely distributed over its whole sur- 
face that the center of population is 
only about five miles distant in 
straight line from the geographical 
center of the island. 


"The 
population is steadily increas- 


ing. 


"The production and export of cof- 


fee remains about ihe same as in 
Spanish times. The output of the 
sugar industry has been multiplied 
by six. The export of tobacco, cigars, 
etc.; has been increased more than 
nine times. 


"The people of Porto Rico are a 


kindly, charitable, lovable 
people. 


The devotion of parents to their chil- 
dren is equal to that among the peo- 
ple of any land. But, owing to their

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NATIONAL DEFENSE NO NEW POLICY 


Oir more extreme "pacifisms" ought t*seek to 


the army and,navy as weD as to prevent an in- 


crwwe in our means of national defense. 
This would be 
•lUfether inconsistent, for the logical conclusion of their 
MBjuntnte j»that the.proper way to invite forbearance in 
- afpuMors and dispose them toward peace is to 


them a convincing spectacle of our mifitery help* 
» 
But of course they do not venture to go as 
as this. 
Instead they seek to give the impression 
wt in opposing increase and favoring the maintenance 
«f the army and'navy at present strength, they are up- 
holding the traditional policy of this country, and that 
note who urge increaee are rushing into an entirely new 
i*aa untried policy. 
; 
President Wilson made a good point, therefore, when 
'in nil address to the scientific staff cooperating with Sec- 
. retary Daniels, he said that no change in national policy 
to contemplated or involved, that we have always main- 
* tained what we consider adequate means of national pro- 
tection, and that the present movement aims at nothing 
more. 
This is true. 
It is simply a question of what 


means are now adequate or will be in the near future, in 
view of the changed conditions. 
It is undeniable that 


our army and navy are not what they should be under 
changed conditions and in the face of the new hazards 
presented by a gigantic military struggle in which the 
Old-time lust of conquest is sent to flame up as furiously 
as ever. 
Under such circumstances it is the pacifist ra- 
ther than the advocate of reasonable defense measures 
who is bent on change, for not to become better prepared 
for possibilities after receiving our warning would really 
involve a departure from our long-established policy. 


The need is plain enough. To make effective soldiers 


out of raw recruits in these times is not the simple mat- 
ter it was in the less scientific past. 
We are lacking in 


enough trained soldiers to man our forts and provide 
tf«n a very small army at short notice. 
The military 
experts point out that we have not enough artillery men 
to garrison our coast defenses, and that these defenses 
are inadequate owing to the great increase in the power 
of warship guns. 
In means of repelling an invader on 


land we are especially weak, and our power of fighting 
on the sea is limited, to say nothing of fighting under the 
•fa. If we can not have an army and navy and coast de- 
JhflaM that will serve in an emergency and give us time 
for further preparation, we* might as well have nothing. 
This much should be evident to everyone, but the extent 
of the increase is a matter for expert decision and con- 
gressional deliberation. 


There can be little doubt that the people of the coun- 


try generally favor very considerable appropriations for 
military purposes, or that the majority in the coming con- 
gress will reflect this attitude of an awakened and alert 
public. 
There may be politicians who would prefer to 


lot national defenses alone and busy themselves attempt- 
ing to make capital in their home districts by calling for 
further addition to the already prodigious pension out- 
lay, or in seeking appropriations wherewith to dredge lit- 
tle rivers and unheard-of creeks, but such men belong or 
ought to belong to a very small minority. If the Ameri- 
can public has failed of an education along certain new 
lines during the past year, it has not been for lack of 
schooling.

Oxford, England's Famous Seat 


of Learning, Shows Effects 


of Nation's Mourning 


Athletics Abandoned, and Social Life 


in Town a Thing of the Past Since 
Youth Has Gone to Fight.

Oxford, Eng., Sept. 13.—(By Mail) 


—Transfer the scene here to Cam- 
bridge or New Haven or any other 
American university town and you 
would understand what war might do 
to the young men of America. 


This is a golden autumn Sunday. 


The professors will dine in solitary 
state tonight 
in the vast 
halls. 


There'll be no songs of students. 
There are no students. 
They are 


nearly all at the front. In peace 
times the campus of each college 
would be thronged with undergradu- 
ates. Today, thep are thronged with 
crippled men wearing the rough blue 
flannel suits soldiers wear in conva- 
lescent hospitals. They're not uni- 
versity men, either. 


Take a watchmaker from Meridan, 


Conn., a bridge-painter from Brook- 
lyn, a hog skinner from the stock- 
yards, a railroad brakeman from 
Minneapolis and a 'Frisco dock hand 
put them all on the campus under the 
elms of Yale, convalescing from war 
wounds, and you'll get the spirit of 
the scene at Oxford today. 


Tomorrow the halls of the class 


rooms will be full of busy youths. 
But they will not be reciting Greek 
and Latin. They will be learning 
lessons in fighting. Most of the col- 
leges here have been turned over to 
the war department. 
Young men 


from all over England who had never 
expected to enjoy so fine a thing aa 
going tp Oxford find themselves sit- 
ting daily in the historic halls learn- 
ing how to kill. They are to become 
commissioned officers. 


Take young men from every city 


in the United States, ^remove them 
from their jobs in railroad offices, 
haberdashery stores, drug stores, and 
business houses, send them all to 
Cambridge, Mass., and let them go 
daily to recitation rooms of Harvard 
to hear lectures on "How to be an Of- 
ficer," and yon've got the scene. Put i 
them in American khaki and the pit-1 
ture is complete.

It's deathly hard on them. They live, 
m peace times, on students. Now 
there are no students. In this way 
Oxford Cambridge, too, as well as all 
the other university towns of Eng- 
land—ha<) been hit harder than any 
other city on the little island.

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NATIONAL DEFENSE NO NEW POLICY 


Oir more extreme "pacifisms" ought t*seek to 


the army and,navy as weD as to prevent an in- 


crwwe in our means of national defense. 
This would be 
•lUfether inconsistent, for the logical conclusion of their 
MBjuntnte j»that the.proper way to invite forbearance in 
- afpuMors and dispose them toward peace is to 


them a convincing spectacle of our mifitery help* 
» 
But of course they do not venture to go as 
as this. 
Instead they seek to give the impression 
wt in opposing increase and favoring the maintenance 
«f the army and'navy at present strength, they are up- 
holding the traditional policy of this country, and that 
note who urge increaee are rushing into an entirely new 
i*aa untried policy. 
; 
President Wilson made a good point, therefore, when 
'in nil address to the scientific staff cooperating with Sec- 
. retary Daniels, he said that no change in national policy 
to contemplated or involved, that we have always main- 
* tained what we consider adequate means of national pro- 
tection, and that the present movement aims at nothing 
more. 
This is true. 
It is simply a question of what 


means are now adequate or will be in the near future, in 
view of the changed conditions. 
It is undeniable that 


our army and navy are not what they should be under 
changed conditions and in the face of the new hazards 
presented by a gigantic military struggle in which the 
Old-time lust of conquest is sent to flame up as furiously 
as ever. 
Under such circumstances it is the pacifist ra- 
ther than the advocate of reasonable defense measures 
who is bent on change, for not to become better prepared 
for possibilities after receiving our warning would really 
involve a departure from our long-established policy. 


The need is plain enough. To make effective soldiers 


out of raw recruits in these times is not the simple mat- 
ter it was in the less scientific past. 
We are lacking in 


enough trained soldiers to man our forts and provide 
tf«n a very small army at short notice. 
The military 
experts point out that we have not enough artillery men 
to garrison our coast defenses, and that these defenses 
are inadequate owing to the great increase in the power 
of warship guns. 
In means of repelling an invader on 


land we are especially weak, and our power of fighting 
on the sea is limited, to say nothing of fighting under the 
•fa. If we can not have an army and navy and coast de- 
JhflaM that will serve in an emergency and give us time 
for further preparation, we* might as well have nothing. 
This much should be evident to everyone, but the extent 
of the increase is a matter for expert decision and con- 
gressional deliberation. 


There can be little doubt that the people of the coun- 


try generally favor very considerable appropriations for 
military purposes, or that the majority in the coming con- 
gress will reflect this attitude of an awakened and alert 
public. 
There may be politicians who would prefer to 


lot national defenses alone and busy themselves attempt- 
ing to make capital in their home districts by calling for 
further addition to the already prodigious pension out- 
lay, or in seeking appropriations wherewith to dredge lit- 
tle rivers and unheard-of creeks, but such men belong or 
ought to belong to a very small minority. If the Ameri- 
can public has failed of an education along certain new 
lines during the past year, it has not been for lack of 
schooling.

of Learning, Shows Effects 


of Nation's Mourning 


Athletics Abandoned, and Social Life 


in Town a Thing of the Past Since 
Youth Has Gone to Fight.

Oxford, Eng., Sept. 13.—(By Mail) 


—Transfer the scene here to Cam- 
bridge or New Haven or any other 
American university town and you 
would understand what war might do 
to the young men of America. 


This is a golden autumn Sunday. 


The professors will dine in solitary 
state tonight 
in the vast 
halls. 


There'll be no songs of students. 
There are no students. 
They are 


nearly all at the front. In peace 
times the campus of each college 
would be thronged with undergradu- 
ates. Today, thep are thronged with 
crippled men wearing the rough blue 
flannel suits soldiers wear in conva- 
lescent hospitals. They're not uni- 
versity men, either. 


Take a watchmaker from Meridan, 


Conn., a bridge-painter from Brook- 
lyn, a hog skinner from the stock- 
yards, a railroad brakeman from 
Minneapolis and a 'Frisco dock hand 
put them all on the campus under the 
elms of Yale, convalescing from war 
wounds, and you'll get the spirit of 
the scene at Oxford today. 


Tomorrow the halls of the class 


rooms will be full of busy youths. 
But they will not be reciting Greek 
and Latin. They will be learning 
lessons in fighting. Most of the col- 
leges here have been turned over to 
the war department. 
Young men 


from all over England who had never 
expected to enjoy so fine a thing aa 
going tp Oxford find themselves sit- 
ting daily in the historic halls learn- 
ing how to kill. They are to become 
commissioned officers. 


Take young men from every city 


in the United States, ^remove them 
from their jobs in railroad offices, 
haberdashery stores, drug stores, and 
business houses, send them all to 
Cambridge, Mass., and let them go 
daily to recitation rooms of Harvard 
to hear lectures on "How to be an Of- 
ficer," and yon've got the scene. Put i 
them in American khaki and the pit-1 
ture is complete.

It's deathly hard on them. They live, 
m peace times, on students. Now 
there are no students. In this way 
Oxford Cambridge, too, as well as all 
the other university towns of Eng- 
land—ha<) been hit harder than any 
other city on the little island.
